gF {ch Ceremonies as be uſed in the 
I Church,and have had rhetrbeginoing 
by the inttirution of man ; fome at 
the firft were of godly intent and 
purpoſe deviſed , and yerat length 
turned to vanity and ſiperftition : ſome entred 
lato the Church by undifcreetdevotion, and ſuch 
a zeal as was without knowledge,and tor becauſe 
they were wiaked at in the beginning, they grew 
daily ro more and more abuſes, which nor onely 
for their unprofitableneſſe, bur alſo becauſe rhey 
have much blinded the people , and obſ.ured rhe 
glory of God , are worthy to be cut away , and 
clean rejefted. Other thece be , which although 
whey have been deviſed by man, yet it is thought 
good to reſerve them ttill , as well tor a decent 
order in the Charch ( tor the which rhey were 
Erft deviſed) as becauſe they pertain ro edificau 
on , whereuato all things done in the Church (as 
the Apettle reacherh) ought ro be referred. Aud 
although rhe keeping or omitting of a Ceremo- 
oy in ir felt contidered, is but a (mall thing ; yer 
che wiltull and contemptuous tranſpreſion and 
breaking of a common order and difcipline,is no 
ſmall offence betore God. 
Let all things be done among you, faith S. Paul, 
In a ſeemly and due order. The appointment of

called and authorized thereunto. 
And whereas in this our time the mindes of meg

'of Chrittian peopie was in worſe caſe, concerning 
| that matter,thea were the Jews. And he counſel - 
Ted,that ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken a * 
\wayzas time would ſerve quietly te do it. 

Bur what would S. Auguſtine have ſaid,ifhe had 
feen the Ceremonies of late dayesuſed among us, 
{whereunto the multitude uſed in his rime was not 
to be compared? This ur exceflive multitude of 
Ceremonies was fogreat , and many of them (© 


kyct, tar they did more confound and darken, 


then declare & ſet forth Chrifts benefirs unto oe 

And beſides this , Chritts Goſpel is not a cere» 
moniall Law { as much of Moſes Law was )but it 
is a religion to ſerve God,not in bondage of the 
figure or ſhadow,but in the treedome of the Ipi- 
rit, being content onely-with thoſe Ceremonies 
which do ſerve to a decent order,and godly diſcie 
pline, and ſuch as be apt ro ftir up the dull minde 
x man to the remembrance of bis duty to Gody 
by ſome notable and ſpeciall ignification, where» 
by he might be edified. 

Furthermore,; mott weighty cauſe of the abos 
liſfment of certain ceremonieswas,that theywerg 
fo far abuſed, partly by the ſuperttirious bliadnes 
of the rude and unlearned,and partly by the un- 
fatiable avarice of ſuch as fought more theirown 
lucreythen the glory of God, that the abuſes could 
10t well be taken away,the thing remainingttille 
Bur now as concerningthoſe perſoas, which per- 
adventure will be offended, for that fome of the 
14 Ceremonies are retained [til] : if they confi- 
der,that without ſome ceremonies it is not pol@- 
ble to keep any order, or quiet diſcipline 1g the 
Churchythey ſhall eafhly perceive juft cauſe to re< 
form their jadgements. And if they think much 


1ve all deviſed anew : then ſuch men, granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had , farety 
where the old may be well aſed, there they can- 
not reaſonably reprove the old , only for thelg 
age,withour bewraying of their own folly.

| be eſchewed. Furthermortiuch ſhall have no juſt 
cyuſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offend- 

| 6d, Ecr a5 thoſe be taken away which were moſt 
abuſed and did burden mens conſciences with- 
t any caule * (© the other that remain, are re« 
| tained tor a diſcipline and order , which ( upon 
quft cauſes) may be altered and changed y and 
therefore are not to be efteemed equall with 

| Gods Law, And moreover,they be neither dark 
| nor demib Ceremonies,but are ſo ſet forth, that 
every man may underſtand what they do means

| condemn no other Nation , nor preſcribe my 
thing, but ro our own people only.
